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REMARKS 

Applicant gratefully acknowledges the indication that the arguments previously 
presented were found persuasive, and the withdrawal of substantive rejections. 

The exaniiner rejected claims 105-108, 126, and 142-180 under 35 U,S.C § 1 12 
as indefinite. A number of amendments have been made which are believed to overcome 
the rejections. Applicant respectfully requests that the amendments be entered and that 
the ameniled claims be allowed. Applicant agrees that claim 126 differs in scope from 
claim 105; however, Applicant does not necessso'ily agree with the examiner's 
characterization of claim 126. Applicant merely notes that claim 126 specifically defmes 
the composition of X and Y. The word 'tooiety** is a general term which is intended to 
encompass a polymerizable group, but also may comprise other groups.
